Wires Will Be Carried to Fourth 


Ward Underground Instead 


of on Poles. 


Telephone cable extension* to <x-st 


approximately $50.000 are to be start- 
ed at one* by th» Wisconsin Tele- 
phone company, it was announced 
TuadaT by J- T. Quinlan. 
district 


manager. 
The largest project will be 


the installation of an underground 
wnduit from the corner of Superior 
and laiwrence streets to the comer 
of South River and Lake streets. Ap- 
plication for a permit to install this 
conduit is now before the common 
council. 


These elaborate extensions will pro- 


ride service for many residents who 
cannot 
be served 
with the present 


equipment. The demand for telephone 
installations 
has far 
exceeded the 


company's ability to fill them and ex- { 
tension* of line were made imperative. " 


The 
conduit from Lawrence and 


Superior streets will go south on Ap- 
pleton street to Lake street, tmder 
the river and will leave she ground at 
the corner of Lake and South River 
streets. The wires are now carried 
to the Fourth ward on poles which 
win be taken down as soon as the un- 
derground cable is completed. The 
conduit will contain 324 pairs of com- 
posite duplex wires. 300 pairs to be 
for local subscriber* and 24 pairs for 
toll fines to Milwaukee ana Sheboy- 
gan. 


Anothe rambitlons project will be 


an 
extension 
of a 40" pair under- 


ground cable from the central office 
to a point in the Midway, in the rear 
of Uekerraan's grocery store, arid an 
extension of *00 pairs of wire from 
that point to Morrison street. 
The 


conduit for these cables was installed 
when the centra! office was built and 
the cablas •will be pulled in through 
manholes. 


Fourteen major aerial cable exten- 


sions and numerous minor projects 
are to he started at once.

November. There*can be little doubt 
that it reflects general disappointment 
in Democratic adntinistration and de- 
sire for a change. ^ But this is nothing 
new. 
Widespreadldissatisfaction with 


the Democratic partyhas been so open 
and pronounced.for^the last two years 
that it could not possibly be mistaken. 
It has indicated allsalong a return of 
the.Republicans to power, regardless of 
any position the party might take on 
the issues of the campaign, regardless 
of anvweafcnesses infrcandidate or plat- 
form, regardless-of?any mistakes or 
blunders ft might make -that were with- 
in reason. 


For the :last sbt;years.Maine has giv- 


en smaltpluralities: for both president 
and governor. It-has broken precedent 
by electing Democratic governors and 
by giving'its electoral vote to Wilson ] 
in 1912. when the Progressive third 
ticket split- the Republicans. It was 
carried by Hughes'in 1916. although 
by only about a third the majority 
poiled by the Republican candidate 
for governor "in September. In 1884 
and again in .1892, when Cleveland was 
elected. Maine was heavily Republican 
as majorities -went in those days. 


The contention that the Maine re- 


sult this year is a rejection of the 
league-of nations is not, we believe jus- 
tified. Had Mr. Harding been the 
framer of the league and its advocate 
the Republican part}- would have 
polled-.as large if not a larger majority 
in the electkm Tuesday. The Maine 
vote expresses no judgment upon the 
league-.of nadions or upon the issue of 
peace. This, is true even though it be 
admitted»an-attempt was made to con- 
fine the -contest to this issue. Politi- 
cians may? create issues but they can- 
not hold the people to them. In the 
Wisconsinrprimray just held there was 
a personal Eberty candidate for senator 
running oma wet platform.

The 
league of nations and peace in politics 
arc- 
hopelessly involved. The pre- 


judices or convictions in this cam- 
paign run back farther and down 
deeper than the war and peace. They 
arc that current of political opinion 
which in all ordinary elections decides 
the result on general principles. In- 
tense partisanship has been aroused by 
the campaign managers this year, par- 
ticularly by the Republicans. On top 
of this was the noticeable trend of sen- 
timent toward a return to Republican 
administration on the ground that it 
would give the country greater pros- 
perity and economic stability. 


Mr. Harding has contributed no ad- 


ditions to Republican prospects, either 
through his personality or his speech- 
es. He has weakened them if any- 
thing.
